Storing and curing hay provide 
enough headaches for the average 
farmer. And, when you add the extra 
pitchfork and carting chores neces- 
sary to get the cured hay to hungry 
cattle, the man-hours of hard labor 
begin to pinch both time and muscles. 
Of course the best idea would be 
some kind of structure in which all 
three operations could be combined. 
A Tennessee farmer was convinced 
that this could be done. So was a 
manufacturer with whom he talked. 
Together they worked out what is 
called a self-feed haymaker. 
The new silo-type structure is of »11- 
' steel construction, with heavy corru­ 
gated sections of burst-proof strength. 
It rests on a concrete base, around 
the sidewalls of which are a number 
of openings. Hay is chuted into these 
openings where cattle can help them­ 
selves without benefit of personal 
attention. 
Chopped hay is recommended for 
use in the haymaker. It is blown into 


an opening in the dome of the struc­ 
ture and drops down around a verti­ 
cal shaft or wind tunnel. An electri­ 
cally-operated fan is connected to the 
shaft to either exhaust unheated air 
from the stored hay or to blow heated 
air into it. The moisture laden air is 
“pushed” or “pulled” out through the 
perforated sides of the haymaker, de­ 
pending on the type of curing de­ 
sired. Fans may be located either 
above the entry door of the hay­ 
maker or in the base. 
For best results, hay, to be stored 
and cured, should be cut as soon as 
the dew has dried. It can be stored 
and the curing operation started when 
the moisture content is down to 45 
percent. Mechanically cured hay re­ 
tains a higher percentage of vitamin 
A and carotene content than that 
which has been dried in the field and, 
therefore, its feeding value is higher. 
Farmers who feed top quality hay 
will need less grain and, at the same 
time, will find their cows eating 
better and giving more milk.

UNITED NATIONS. N. Y. 4/P>— 
Russia appealed to the U. S. today 
to drop its demand for an impar­ 
tial investigation of Communist 
charges that American troops wag­ 
ed germ warfare in Korea. 
Soviet Delegate Valerian Zorin 
told the U. N.’s 60-nation political 
committee there was “no need for 
the committee to consider the de­ 
tails” of the charges now.

An important function of any Health Department is to record and 
analyze health data such as births, deaths, and reportable disease. 
Again quoting from the report from the President’s Commission 
on Health Needs of the Nation, Volume I, “Practically all health studies 
rely heavily on death rates as a measure of health deficiencies. How­ 
ever, since death is inevitable, it is only premature death which can be 
considered a measure of the failure of health. The infant death rate 
has earned the reputation of being the most sensitive index ol health. 
Certainly in the past, when high infant mortality was largely due to 
insanitary environment, this measure of premature death reflected the 
general health and sanitation of the community. It still reflects the 
community response to many of the hazards of pregnancy, delivery, 
and early post-natal life.”

Storing and curing hay provide 
enough headaches for the average 
farmer. And, when you add the extra 
pitchfork and carting chores neces­ 
sary to get the cured hay to hungry 
cattle, the man-hours of hard labor 
begin to pinch both time and muscles. 
Of course the best idea would be 
some kind of structure in which all 
three operations could be combined. 
A Tennessee farmer was convinced 
that this could be done. So was a 
manufacturer with whom he talked. 
Together they worked out what is 
called a self-feed haymaker. 
The new silo-type structure is of nll- 
1 steel construction, with heavy corru­ 
gated sections of burst-proof strength. 
! It rests on a concrete base, around 
the sidewalls of which are a number 
of openings. Hay is chuted into these 
' openings where cattle can help them­ 
selves without benefit of personal 
attention. 
Chopped hay is recommended for 
use in the haymaker. It is blown into 


an opening in the dome of the struc­ 
ture and drops down around a verti­ 
cal shaft or wind tunnel. An electri­ 
cally-operated fan is connected to the 
shaft to either exhaust unheated air 
from the stored hay or to blow heated 
air into it. The moisture laden air is 
“pushed” or “pulled” out through the 
perforated sides of the haymaker, de­ 
pending on the type of curing de­ 
sired. Fans may be located either 
above the entry door of the hay­ 
maker or in the base. 
For best results, hay, to be stored 
and cured, should be cut as soon as 
the dew has dried. It can be stored 
and the curing operation started when 
the moisture content is down to 45 
percent. Mechanically cured hay re­ 
tains a higher percentage of vitamin 
A and carotene content than that 
which has been dried in the field and, 
therefore, its feeding value is higher. 
Farmers who feed top quality hay 
will need less grain and, at the same 
time, will find their cows eating 
better and giving more milk.

Are Fairly Steady 


Spot cotton prices were fairly 
stea d y this week according to the 
Department of Agriculture. Ship­ 
per demand weakened and report­ 
ed 
sales 
decreased 
in 
volume. 
Farmer offerings were small in 
volume. Domestic and foreign mill 
purchases were limited. Some cot­ 
ton was planted in the southern 
part of the Area. Wet fields con­ 
tinued to hamper land ..reparation 
in many sections. 
Middling 1-1 /6 ” cotton was quot­ 
ed on the Memphis market at 34.50 
cents per pound on Thursday, April 
2. This compares with 34.0 cents 
a week earlier and 43.10 a year 
ago. The Little Rock and New 
Orleans prices for Middling 1-1/6” 
were 34.50 and 34.70 cents respec­ 
tively on April 2. Most farmers 
continued to ask 35 cents or better 
for crop-lots of medium and high 
grade cotton. 
Trading was at a slow rate on 
spot cotton markets in the South 
Central Area this week. Shipper 
purchases were small in volume 
and consisted largely of cotton 
needed to meet nearby commit­ 
ments. Some shippers reported dil- 
ficulty in buying qualities needed 
at current prices. Offerings were 
limited in volume. Most farmers 
were not offering freely at current 
prices.
